The loss is estimated at not less than 
?250.000 with about ?70,000 insurance. 


Just how the fire originated is not 


known but as the flames were rag- 
ing in the west wing where the labo- 
ratories were located it is supposed 
that the fire was caused by chemical 
combustion of some sort 
The main 


structure was built 30 years ago, was 
six stories high; the wings completed 
four years ago were five stories high. 
The city 
fire 
department was not 


able to cope with the flames because 
of a lack of pressure and for this rea- 
son could do nothing but let the fire 
burn. The entire walls of the west 
wing were blown down by the force 
of the 
explosion. All that is

as follows to the Jessup expedition, in 
which. Mr. Norman G. Buxton, son oi 
Mr. Horton J. Buxton of Johnstown, 
this cou'nty, took an important part: 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 22.—Vladimir 


Bogoraz, -Jie leader of the Siberian 
department of the-'Jesup North Pa- 
cific ejfcedition, who returned to St. 
Petersburg about 10 days ago after 
nearly a year and a half of explora-! 
tion in Northern Siberia, was invited 
to lecture before the Imnerial Geogra- 
phical society in this city last night. 
A large company assembled 9> hear 


him, 
but word came aj; the last mo- 


ment that he had" been expelled from 
the cityjjy the police. 


*"- 
'~*V. 
-• The cause\of this action was said 
to be an article published by Mr. 
Bogoraz in' a local newspaper. 
In- 


stead of Mr. Bogoraz's lecture a letter 
was read from his companion in ex- 
ploration, Vladimir Jaeklesoa, who is 
still in Siberia. 
This Tetter said that 


anthrometric measurements had been 
made among the -Kariaks and three 
skulls obtained. Thirty phonographic 
cylinders overe filled with-Karaiak ut- 
terances and_ songs. An entire album 
of Kariak drawings was one of the 
most interesting exhibits. 
Clay ob- 


jects were found by excavations. This 
is said to prove that a higher civile 
zation once- prevailed in Kamchatka, 
since the present tribes are ignorant 
of pottery. 


In June, 1900, Mr. Bogoraz went to 


the Anodyr country and on July 24 
Mr. Jackelson and his companion, Mr. 
Axelrad of Zurich, 
went to Gijiga. 


Mr. Bogoraz 
made a study of the 


Kamchatkan and Kariaks and then 
proceeded northward nearly to Bering 
strait. He sledged about 10,000 versfe. 
His, entire collection embraces 12,000 
objects and a comparative grammar 
of the native language shows them 
to belong to the Eskimo group. 


Another member of the expedition, 


Norman Buxton of Johnstown,. Ohio, 
directed the zoological and botanical 
work. He remained most of the time 
around Anodyr. He shipped 65 tons 
of collections to New York by sea. 
Mr. Buxton left Vladivostock October 
21 and reached Moscow after 21 days. 


The ministry of the interior yester- 


day issued another statement about 
the famine. Five and a half million 
poods of winter grain -and 3,000,000 of 
summer grain have been 
purchased 


and forwarded to the needy districts. 
The total grain purchases ai-e given 
as 
exceeding 
16,000.000 poods, for 


which lO.OOiT.-OOO roubles have been ex- 
pended. 
The entire famine fund so 


far 
disposable is 14,213,258 roubles. 


Conditions in Asiatic Russia are still 
bad and much relief will be sent there. 
Petitions for official proclamation of 
famine from Asiatic Russia were re- 


ceived from 
27 districts and were 


granted in 22. 


The emperor has just sanctioned the 


beginning of preliminary work en the 
two great railroads, St. Petersburg, 
Viatka and Bologoye-Stedlit?. The 
latter is a strategic road leading to 
the western frontier. Many workmen 
from the famine districts wi'l find 
employment in clearing the ri^ht of 
way of these roads.

\Ve have learned that an admixture 


of the blood of our better breeds of 
stock upon the coarser breeds results 
in bettor stock if not as good as the 
pure bred, says Americ-.in Cultivator. 
We base begun lately to learn the \;J- 
ae of cioss pcllGiiization upon our 
fruits and plants. But one thing has 
been longer known than cither of these, 
among the practical farmers, and yet 
bas been less practiced — the mixing of 
soils— sand, clay and muck— to produce 
a soil which will be really better than 
either alone. A few cart their black 
loam from the swamps to spread upon 
sandy soils more because? they Lave 
dug it out in mailing ditches aud need 
to get it out of the way than to im- 
prove the upland, and, though they see 
the benefit, they seldom do it agaih nn- 
til more ditches are made and seldom 
except iu cranberry growing carry sand 
to the black muck land; yet it would 
pay to do both when it can be done in 
the winter without neglect of other 
farm work. 


Brood S«»ws. 


Battci milk shouid not be given in 


large quantities to a sow that is nurs- 
ing pigs, says a writer in American 
Swineherd, it may so affect her milk 
by causing it to curdle prematurely in 
the stomachs of the young pigs as to 
cause the death of the laf-.o.. 
If fed 


at all, the quantity should not exceed 
forty pounds to a barrel of swill. !f 
the buttermilk has been obtained from 
creamery and has became an acid be- 
fore it can be fed. better avoid feeding 
it. Buttermilk as obtained from cream- 
cry, even though fed to shotes or pigs. 
when, fed single and alone will, as a 
rule, cause the evil results above al- 
luded to, and yet tbere is no food that 
may be fed to such great advantage in 
connection with other food as the by- 
product of the dairy.

Bacon For Home Use. 


When cutting up the pig. cut two 


wide strips from the belly part As 
these strips contain the most lean, they 
are better 
for bacon, says Prairie 


Farmer. The back or thicker parts cut, 
into narrow strips and salt ctown for 
side pork. Pack the hams and shoul- 
ders into a barrel with the bacon on 
vop. and for these make a brine one- 
half as strong as that used for tbe side 
pork, making it quite sweet with good 
molasses or brown sugar. 
A small 


amount of saltpeter—about an ounce to 
a hundred pounds of m^nt—dissolved 
nnd mixed with the brine is helpful. 
In about eight days remove the bacon 
pieces from tbe brine and smoke, let- 
ting tbe bains and shoulders remain in 
the brine six wwks before smoking.
